Elgrade is a City of Antient ſtanding and great 

Fame, Situate on the Confluence of the Rivers

thered from Hiſto:y, called, Zaururum, or Tauranum ; after 
that, 4/ba Greca, by the Dutch accordingly, Greichs-Weſſem- 
barg,; but by the French and Modern Latiniſts,Be/grade, and 
Belgradum ; a Name given to this Imporcant place for its 
Beauriful Sicuation, as being Hemm'd in upon the North 
with the Danube, on the Ep with the Saw or Save, and 
on. the other parts ſtrongly ſecured with Walls, Bulwarks, 
Ramports, and deep Ditches; anciently. belonging co the De- 
ſpors or Princes of Servia, cho lying on the very Frontiers of

murd , as-beſt able ro Maintain it, in conſideration of 
Lands and Territories more remote) he laid Siege to ic,being 
' but weakly Garriſon'd, and worſe provided with Stores and 
Ammunition; and the King of Zungary, by reafon of Inte- 
- ftine Diviſions, being in no Capacity to raiſe ati Army ſuſfi- 
- - cienc to Relieve it, che Belieged found themſelves (after a 
ſhort Reſiſtance) conſtrained to deliver up the place that had 
fo long ſtood the Bulwark of Chriſtendom, . and has ever 
fince been veryadvantageous to the Turks, by being made 
their chiefeſt Magazine or Store inthe Weſtern patts of their 
Empire ; and although che Chriſtians had many Conſulta- 
tions about Recovering it, yet ſoon after Buda being ſeized 
 -by the ſame Solymar, and other places of ſtrong Importance, 
the Turks poſſeſſed ir quietly till this preſent year 1688, 
when on the Sixth of Seprember after, having ſuſtained a 
Siege very Bloody and Reſolute, .it was taken by Storm by 
the Imperial Forces, under the Command of the Victorious 
EleQor of 'Bavaria. A True and -Impartia!. Account of

held, wiz. Belgrade; whereupon- the Army. had: order to. 
March towards the Saw or Save; ſo that. on the Fourth of 
Auguft New Stile, they ſer forward from Salawtamen to Ze- 
mon, where they ſtayed the next day;. and the Sixth Encam-- 
ped at Semlyn ;. on the Seventh they came within Sight of che 
Kiver, where it makes the conſiderable Iflands of Zizgari; 
whien coming to the hither Bank, they perceived by reaſon 
of the Works the Turks had. caſt up in the Iſlands, where 
Teckely was ſaid to be in Perſon, and on the ſurcher Shore,, 
it was a matter of great difficulty, if not impoſſible, to pals. 
there, as had been before deſigned, being mach broader than. 
it had been Repreſented ; ſo that ſome time being ſpent a- 
bout viewing, and further conſulting what was to be done,. 
another place was fixed upon, and accordingly (the next day) 
2 great number of Boats that had been brought thither up- 
. on Wheels, were put into the Water, and. the Regiment of 
Staremberg, the EleQors Guards, and. four Thouſand: Men, 
Derached- out of other Bodies, were ordered to Waft over, 
under the Command of the Valiant, and truly Hevoick, 
Count Serini, General of the Bavarian Forces; when abour 
Nine at Night, the Drums and Hautboys of the Jarizaries 
were heard in the Camp, as ſeeming to approach the place: 
of paſſage ; bur it ſo little diſcouraged che Imperialiſts, thar 
about Eleven at Night, the-Foot were Embarqued, and the 
EleQor directed that 500 Men, under the Command. of a 
Lieutenant Colone}, ſhould Land. firſt to obſerve the place; 
but ſcarce were they in the Middle of the River, but about 
' 300 Turks appeared on the furcher Shore, and diſcharged a 
Yalley of Shot, but without doing any dammage to the Chri- 

ſtians ; 
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{fians; who, after this diſcharge, haſtened to: Land under 
the favour of the Cannon Planted to Annoy anagons +. ſor 
that thereupon the Turks quitted their Poſt ; where che Land- 
ing place and ground was found as well as could. reaſonably 
be wiſhed, being very Commodious, by reaſon about four 


paces: from the Banks of: the River. were almoſt Inacceſſible,: 


by reaſon of the Buſhes and Woody places; ſo that the Boats 
lefc thoſe they carried over in Security, and returned ;, when. 
about Four in the Morning, 3000 were gotover, covering

proached in conſiderable Numbers; and whilſt che Foot chus- 
continued to paſs over in Boats, the Bridge was laid. for the 
Horſe ; however, before it could be Finiſhed, 6000 of the 
Enemies Foot, and ſome Horſe, Attacqued the Chriſtians on.

Town on Fire, - the 'Zurks that Inhabited it, having ſaved 
chemlſelyes in: the Boats belonging to the City ; yer four of 
them were taken with a. conſiderable Booty, and the :Z7uſſars 
being ſent” out in a flying Party-after. the Recreating Enemy, 
rook much of their Baggage,- and (ome Thouſands: of greac 
and fmall Cattle ; when-upon the near approach of the Army, 
+4000 Greeks and Raſciaxs, with-their Wives and Children, 
. came-to meer them, and to Implore his EleQoral Highneſles 
ProteRion, which chey-obtained; ſtrit Orders being given 
throughout the Camp, that-none under-great Penalties and 
- Puniſhment, ſhould preſume ro diſturb or moleſt them ; how- 
ever, the Soldiers having quenched the Fire, after it had 
Burat ſeveral hundred Houſes, found a conſiderable Booty 
the Turks in-their haſt and confuſion had left behind them, 
- The Imperialifts thus uncontrouled approaching the Walls 
of:Bekgrade, Scouts were ſent out to learn'the Motion and

The Thirceenth in the Morning, the Befieged made ano- 
ther Sallyin agreater Body than the former, breaking-on up- 
onthe Beſiegers, and came to-Handy-blows, in which Dif 
pure Count Rabntive, General of the Battalia, was ſhot in 
the Arm, Count 7Taſſis, Serjeane Major of the Regiment of 
Bavaria, ih the Body, and ſeveral other private Soldiers were 
Killed and Wounded, bur the Beſiegers being- preſently re- 
inforced, the Belicged were bearen back, many of them being 
'Slain. and Wounded, of which 500 were left behind Dead, 
and ewo.taken Priſoners s who Reported, That there were 
Ten Thouſand Perſons in che Garriſon, but many of them - 
Women and Children, which was confirmed by a Chriſtian 
Slave, who had been there ſince the Siege of Yiemna, and now 
made his eſcape to the Army ; when the ſame day, News 
came, That 7eghen Baſſa had ſet the Famous City of Seman- 
Ara on Fire, which was about ſeven Leagues from the Camp, 
and carried the Inhabitants ro Nzſſa, continuing his Retreat

On the Twenty Third, -rhe Beſiegers batter'd the Caſte 
very furiouſly, which is Built'after the Ancient way of For- 
on , with Towers, Battlements, Double-Walls, and con- - 
fi Ditchts ; however, the Canon 'made divers 
Breaches, and beat-down part of the Fortifications; 'and 
although the Befieged Sallyed, with an Intent to Atrgck 
the Redoubts, they were beaten in again, leaving a conſi- 
&rabk number of their Party dead behind rhem. And about 
this Time it was further confirmed, that the Prince of

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Baden, had. routed the Baſh; of Be/rapand Killed 3000:Men. 
Mareover, Debitza,.Jeſſuewitz,' and Gradiska being firſt ſet 
on Fire, were Abandoneg by, the 7u#ks, whe were retired 
towards Bazyalucca, whither the Imperialiſts follow'd them : 
As alſo that General #Zeterani had Taken Carauſebes, and 
the ſtrong Caſtle of. Sakavxcar : And now the Canon Playing 
furiouſly trom the Batteries; the Engineers (though they 
were raiſed as high as they -could bare) found ſome Ob- 
ſtruction, by reaſon of the Ruinous Houſes that had been 
conſumed by the Fire, . or - ſhatter'd - by the force of the 
Bombs and Canon ; whereupon 'the Miners received Or- 
ders to Overthrow them: /iniwhich they were ſo Expedi- 
tious and fucceſsful, that the Beſieged were laid more opert 
to the force of Twenty Six Pieces of Canon, though the 
 Beſfieged were not Idle but nxade very Vigorous Sallies, as 
long as they could, Playing their Canon, Bombs, ind ſmall 
Shot without Intermiſſion ; fo that -many were Killed on 
both ſides, and ſome Wounded; 'amongſt the latter was 
Count D' Lignevile, Collonel of Foot, and Adjutant Gene- 
ral, wounded by a Shot in the Trenches, whither he was 
come to give neceſſary Orders; and although he was car- 
ried off, yet ſoon after he Died of the Wound.

Theſe being the Actions paking the Twenty Third and 
Twenty Fourth, and the heavy Canon being all mounted 
on the Batteries; wailſt-they were Thundring againſt the 
Walls, a Letter was brought and Preſented to the Duke of 
Bavaria, from Oſman Baſla of Aleppo; the Tenure of which,

After 
the Receipt whereof, We hope that > a and ſome People 
for a Safe-guard; will be ſent hither, that the above-mentioned 
may, as They are Commanded, _ to Tou. They wil, ups 
on Their ccming, near, ( God willing ) ſend again to Tou, to. 
the End a Convoy may come from your Army to Meet and 
Receive Them from the Baſſa, ſent with fone Troops from 
hence, that ſo the Reſpe and Safety of Ambaſſadors, obſerved 
by all Nations, as us fit and neceſſary, may remain in its Anci- 
ent Luftre ; therefore Tou know how careful both Sides ought 
to be of their ſafe Paſſage : For the reſt, Proſperity be to thoſe 
that ſhall follow the True Direftion.

Earth, Faggdts, and other Materials to make up the Breaches, 
and to Intrench themſelves within them ; however, the Be- 
ſiegers. ſo far Advanced, that they, in a manner, formed 
their Gallery, and appeared every where deſirous to give 
the Aſſault,chough about this time (without any juſt Ground) 
the Camp was Alarumed by the Country People, through a 
Report ſpread abroad, that there were Powerful Armies of 
Turks approaching ; but whilſt every Body was wondring 
from whence they ſhould come, all that could be gathered 
was, that Zeckley, who with ſmall Parties was wanzring 
about the Neighbourhood of Semendria, had bribed ſome, 
and deceived others into this Opinion ; whereupon a Body 
of Horſe was ſent out in ſearch of him, and the Scours chat 
came in brought a certain account, that Oſman Teghen re- 
mained at Niſa with his WO 0 of his Iofantry having, 
| upon 
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pon Diſcontents, want of Pay, and: for other Reaſons;.de- 
ſerred him ; however, he continued to deſtroy all the For« 
rage, and Burn the Towns for above Forty Miles in circum- 
ference; yet, lo great was the Plenty in the Imperial Camy, 
thar a Far-Oxe might be bought for a Duccarte; and even 
at Vienna it ſelf Proviſions could nor be Purchaſed at fo 
cheap a Ratez one main. Reaſon for it being the Three 
Bridges, that gave free Forrage and Communicacion on all 
ſides, viz. One over the $.zve; Another over the Thyſſe, and 
a Third over the Danube, a little above Belgrade : And now, 
upon the News of the Duke of Zorain's Arrival at Peter Ia 
radine, His Electoral Highneſs ſent rhicher co Complement 
him upon His coming into Hurgary, ſince the Recovery of 
His late Indiſpolition, 

On the Firſt of September, the Canon from Six Batteries 
and Thirty Two Mortars, Played upon the Caſtle, widen- 
ing the Breach, and doing conſiderable Execution ; under 
che favour of which, the Beſiegers began to fill up the 
Dicch, preparing ſeveral Mines to be uſeful rowards a ge- 
neral Aſſault : And Major General Dumwa/t Marched out 
with Twelve Regiments of Horſe rowards Semendria, to 
ſeize upon, and (ſecure ſuch part of the Country as remained 
Unharraſed, or not Deſtroyed by the Zurks. | 

On the Secor4, the Canon ruined the Belieged's Batteries, 
and the Defences they had made within the Breaches, by 
way of Reintrenchments, ſo. that the Breach was conceived 
wide enough to Enter z yes the Beſieged concinted Obſti- 
nate, refuſing ro retura any Anſwer to the Summons ſent 
them, on the Twenty Ninth of Augaſ#; and ſeemed rather 
ro expe@ the laſt Extremity, than think of terms of Agree- 
ment by way of Capitulation , and timely Surrender; 
whereupon it was concluded, that the Town and Caftle be- 
ing made Saultable, no time ſhould be loſt in carrying ir on 
with the utmoſt. Courage and Vigour; ſo that the Third, 

Fourth, 
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Fourch, and Fifth days being ſpent in Battering the yet 
remaining Works, Springing ſome Mines, and filling the 
Ditch to facilitate the Aſcent, .and giving neceſſary Orders 
a5 to what was intended in the Execution, without any grear 
diſturbance from the Beſieged , chough ſeveral were Killed 
and Wounded. _ | 

On the Sixth, che day appointed for che General Aſſaulr, 
( incouraged by their Commanders) after ſome Difpure, 
in which many were Killed and Wounded, the Soldiers 
mounted the Breach, where the Beſieged, with great Reſo. 
lucion, made an Obſtinate Reſiſtance, and defended it with 
ſo much Vigour, ( Fighting like Men in Deſpair, for che 
laſt Refuge ang defence of their Lives) that the Belſiegers 
were twice beaten off ;. But the Eletor kimlelf, nor ſparing 
his Perſon in places of Eminent danger, being at hand, and 
animating the Officers and Soldiers upon the Third Affaulc, 
the Beſieged finding all their Effort and Oppolition vain, 
began to loſe Courage, and, by degrees, to Retire z fo that 
percewving the Breach, and all cheir Retrenchments, on chac 
part, intirely won, they abandoned the Fight, and fled to 
the Caftle, as the place of their laſt Recreat 5 bur che Be- 
fiegers now entring like a Torrent, preſſing on with great 
Fury, entered pell-mell with chem, putting all ( in che 


firſt hear, without diſtin&tion of Age and Sex) ro the. 


Sword, nor could che Riches they offered preFail ro the 
ſaving their Lives z which the Baſla /perceiving, - and find- 
ing no hopes of *making any long Reſiſtance, : he caufed 
Three Hundred Chriſtian Slaves to be brought, Chained 
together, which ke placed before the retiring 7urks, in ſuch 
manner as chey muſt have received che Shoe made at che 
Enemy.;.in compaſſion co: whom, che Soldiers topped. ur 


the heat of Blood, and the Eletor Commanded that Quat= - 


ter ſhould be given';” whereupon, about Five Hundred 


Turks, that (under the favour of this Scraragem ) had faved 
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themſelves; together with the Baſſa Governor, and Two- 
other Baſſa's, ſubmitted, and were made Priſoners of War, 
with many that were not in Arms; when as the Baſla Go. 
vernor being brought to che Preſence of the Elector of Ba» 
varia, he fell proſtrate before him, . and made ic his earneſt: 
Requeſt, that he might not be made a Priſoner z ( the Hur. 
gareans, and Raſciavs, returning him extraordinary Thanks for 
faving their Lives); to which humble Requeſt, His Electoral 
Highneſs, replyed, That he ſhould experience; the Chriſtians 
uſe their Priſoners better than the Turks do; adding withal, 
That he ſhould be immediately ſent co the Emperor, at which: 
he ſeemed extreamly pleaſed ; and: thereupon General Car- 
raffa, who had it in charge to carry the Propoſals made by 
the Tarks, was Commanded to take charge of him, and 
Guard him to New/tad?. 

The greateſt Prizes that were gained in the Sack of this. 
Important Place, fell tro the (hare of the Ehri/?zan Slaves, 
who knew where their Maſters had hid their Treaſure,during 
the Siege; of which, there were found about Six Hundred, 
the greater part of them Auſtrians, who had at ſumdry times 
been taken by Z7urki/h Parties, and: brought or Sold to the 
Turks, Inhabitants of the City, and now found their deli- 
very from a long and cruel Bondage, by the prevailing Arms. 
of their fellow Chriſtians > here were ſound likewiſe Seventy. 
Pieces of Qanon, great and ſmall; and although the Town 
and Caſtle wasextreamly defaced by Fire, yet the Houſes be-. 
ing many of them ruinous before, and the greater part built 
with Timber, will, upon their Rebuilding, render them. 
more Famous 5 which will not long be wanting, by reaſon 
of irs Commodious Scituation for Trade, and confluence of 
People- that are ſoon expected thither from their Neighe 
bouring Parts. F 

This Action laſted Four hours, with much Blood-ſhed 
and Slaughter on both Sides, moſt of the. 7urkifb _— 

0101ets 
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Soldiers being Killed, a Thouſand dead Bodies being afcer-- 
ward found, and thrown into the River, and Three Thouſand 
made Priſoners ; nor was the number of the Chriſtians ſlain 
in the Affaulr, inconſiderable, among wh&m, of more par- 
ticular Note (in relation ro-their CharaRers and Quality) 
fell Lieutenant General Count Þ Schariffenburg ; the Count. 
Emanuel d' Frufkemburg, Colonel of Footz and the Young 
Count d' Staremberg ; lo unto the Governor of Yiewa, many 
likewiſe of Note were Wounded, amongſt whom, the E- 
leor of Bavaria himſelf ſlightly in the Cheek, as he expoſed 
his Perſon in places of danger, co Incourage the Aſfailants, 
and give neceflary Orders. 

And thus in the ſpace of Twenty Two days the Famous 
City of Belgrade, fel inco the Hands of the Chriſtians, 
and by its Reduction, opened them a way into all the Turkiſh 
Dominions that are conſiderable in Ewrope ; there being no 
Place of great Importance between it and Conſtantinople, 
the Metropolis of the Ozroman Empire, which (if the In- 
teline Commotions of the Chriſtian Princes hinder nor ) 
may undoubtedly, in a ſhort time, follow the Fortune of. 
this ſtrong City ; as alſo their other places gor, and unjuſtly- 
detained from the European Chriſtians, to the ſhaking, if. 
not the Overthrow of that Bloody Empire, which ( for 
upward of Two Hundred Years) has been fo terrible ca. 


Chriſtendom.

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POSTSCRIPT. 
CD Ince the Rendition of this Important Place, 
kJ more particular News came of the Defeat of 
the Baſja of Boſnia,which, for the extraordinary and 
unexpefted ſucceſs of the Chriſtians, I conceived 
might be acceptable, and not improper to be added : 
Prince Lovis of Baden on the Fourth of Septemb. 
having notice that four or five Thouſaud Turks 
were Encamped about Six Miles from Brod, be 
Martched to Encounter them with 3000 Horſe and 
Dragoons, Marching with great diligence all Night, 
but in the Morning ( to his no ſmall Surprize) be 
found bimſelf greatly miſ-inform'das to the Number, 


which amounted to Fifteen Thouſand Horſe and 


Foot; under the Command of the Baſſa : bowewer, 
calling the Officers about him, he told them, it whs 
to no purpoſe to think of Retreating, as bring too 
Late, by reaſon of their too far Engagement amongt 
the Enemy, but that they muſt now fight for their 
Lives and ViGjory, which was chearfully conſented 
to ; but before they bad well put themſelves into a 
Poſture to Fight, the T urks had ſurrouuded them, 
and wigorouſly charged four or five times, which 
was ſuſtained with ſo much Bravery, and ſuch wi- 
gorous Returns, that the Ememies Horſe perceiving 

them- 
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themſelves over-ſet, fell firit into Diſorder, and 
then to open Flight, leaving the Foot to ſhift for 
themſelves, whoſe Ranks being forced (by the Im- 
perial Horſe breaking in upon them) they were mi- 
fſerably Beaten down and Slain, thoſe that Fled, cry- 
ing out for Quarter, ſo the Prince becoming entire- 
ly Maſter of the Field, 5000 of the Turks were 
found kilFd, 2000 taken Priſoners, 36 Colours 
taken, and all the Baggage, for which extraordi- 
nary Succeſs, (in which the hand of God ſo ſig- 
nally appear'd) Thanks were ſent up to Heawen-in 
moſt of the Capital Cities of the Empire, We are- 

urther aſſured, that of the 1000 Boats that fled: 
from Belgrade, before and after it was. Inveſted, not 
above 200 of them Arrived in places of Safety, 
the reſt being either Stranded, bedded in the Mudd: 
for want of Water, or Deſerted by ſuch as were in 
them, out of a fear they, were Purſued, and by that 
means moſt of the Deſerters with their Baggage 
| fell into the bands of the Canntry people, or ſuch. 
parties as were abroad to fcowre the Coaſt, and ga»
